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Veterans Day about Respect Every Day

When the Town of Marion holds Veterans Day 
ceremonies at 11:00 am on Thursday, November 11, at Old 
Landing, Joe Napoli’s face may be among those in the 
crowd, right under his black Vietnam ball cap. 

“My daughter found this for me, she bought it 
some time ago, and I’m still drying off,” said the 89-year- 
old Marion resident, alluding to his scars from life after 
combat. “When I came back from Vietnam, my second 
tour, I got spit on everywhere from California to Boston, 
and people would just run up to you, spit at you and run 
like hell. 

“That generation that revolted against us, 
they’re in their mid to late 70s now. They were the baby 
boomers.” 

For decades, Vietnam veterans were the black 
sheep of the VFW and have largely walked in the 
shadows, but much younger veterans are now home after 
serving amidst similarly widespread criticism of U.S. 
involvements. 

In discussing his recent appointment as Tri- 
Town Veterans service officer, Chris Gerrior identified a 
challenge to draw the youngest generation of veterans out 
of the woodwork so they, too, can embrace their status 
and begin to access available benefits and programs. 

“Our living veteran population is a snapshot of 
our country’s demographics, world events and public 
policy,” said Gerrior. “We still have a few veterans who 
fought in World War II, and they are all over 90 years old. 
We have many veterans from the Vietnam era, some who 
joined and some who were drafted, and they are all over 
60. And we are now seeing more and more veterans who 
joined since 2001, saw sustained deployments over the 
past two decades, some born after (September 11, 2001).” 

If the youngest veterans are to receive their 
proper welcome back to American life, they’Il need to be

treated with more respect than Napoli got. 

Born in Brockton but raised in Worcester after 
his father’s shoe-factory job changed, Napoli was drafted 
toward the tail end of the Korean War. 

“That was the first time somebody called me 
by my name and not have any reference to my ethnic 
background. (Prior to) it was either ‘wop,’ ‘dago’ or 
‘guinea,’” he said. “I thought (the Army) was a pretty 
good deal, and I went to get a commission (and) stayed 
on active duty for 25 years.” 

There was a hint of laughter in Napoli’s voice

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discussing the ethnic slang that blew around like autumn 
leaves in his youth, but he saw no reason and could never 
make sense out of the hostility that greeted him upon his 
return from active duty in 1971. 

“They took issue with us, the general public. 

But they picked on the wrong people,” he said. “We had 
nothing to do with going to Vietnam, and I'll tell you, it 
was a long, long trip coming home from Vietnam, landing 
in California and then making your way back here. ... 
That spitting continued for a good five, six, seven years or 
more.” 

What should have been the happiest, most- 
respectful 10 years of Napoli’s life were plagued with 
abuse and alienation by people who could not or would 
not separate out his duty from their opposition to 
President Lyndon B. Johnson’s foreign policy. 

“War is hell and it doesn’t prove a... thing other 
than just kill people, and it kills the wrong people, not 
those in power who get us involved. ... [lost a lot of kids 
in Vietnam,” said Napoli of those under his command. 
“Vietnam was terrible, we just lost 58,000 GI’s, kids. 

We had no ... business in Vietnam, okay? There was no 
strategic value. ... Not only that, we had nothing to say 
about it. We were sent there, we were in the military, we 
were following orders. If we didn’t, we'd go to jail.” 

A Marion resident since 1977, Napoli peacefully 
ran the ROTC program at New Bedford High School and, 
at age 89, is at peace with his life and his community. 

But the torment of war is forever only a memory 
away, and Thursday’s Veterans Day events in Marion and 
Mattapoisett are all-too-rare opportunities for people like 
himself or a much younger veteran to hear positive words 
about the time they served their country. 

Marion’s ceremony at Old Landing Veteran’s Park 
on Front Street will feature words from Professor James R. 
Holmes, Ph.D. of the U.S. Naval War College in Newport, 
Rhode Island, and music from the Sippican School Band 
led by Hannah Moore. 

The Town of Mattapoisett has asked Veterans 
Day attendees to gather at 10:45 am in Shipyard Park to 
be ready for the 11:00 am ringing of the Center School 
bell and words from members of the local American

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Fossils, crystals, furs, shells and even whole 
(albeit deceased) animals of every stripe and color began 
to be displayed for the masses to see. Many collections 
were subsequently gifted to universities or museums. 
Today, many natural history exhibits can be tied back to 
the philanthropy of their wealthy collector and patrons. 

Yet as interesting and educational as these 
collections may be, in the modern world is their 
usefulness as teaching tools or merely entertainment still 
relevant? Has the internet and other modern technologies 
replaced the need to travel to a museum to look at the 
wonders of the world past and present? These questions 
and many others were touched on when Eric Dorfman, 
director and CEO of North Carolina Museum of Natural 
Sciences, took the virtual stage hosted by the MNHM. 
The Future of Natural History Museums, also the title 
of Dorfman’s book published in October 2017, looked 
at what natural history museums can do to remain 
vital to the communities they serve as well as to virtual 
audiences. 

Dorfman offered practical ideas for engaging 
the public and building on existing interest and local 
support in its many forms. He talked about the need to 
keep collections safe, such as in locked cases, and visually 
appealing. Dorfman suggested that finding “what you 
have to celebrate” is an important first step in planning 
a revitalization of a collection. “Think big,” he says, even 
if the museum is small. And what about reaching the 
masses virtually? Dorfman said collections should be 
placed online. “Even if you have a small museum, you 
can think like a big museum,” he encouraged. 

For the day-to-day needs of a museum regardless 
of its size, Dorfman gave such suggestions as developing 
strategic plans with timelines that tie back to annual 
planning. “Take a top-down look” and “get bottom-up 
feedback,” he said, advising listeners to start with a three- 
year strategic plan and a one-year annual plan. 

Dorfman was also able to give the participants, 
several of whom are members of the MNHM board 
of directors, ideas of designing a visually rich annual 
report. The annual report, he believes, is a useful 
tool for membership retention and new membership

“The human story is always engaging,” Dorfman 
said, adding that when encouraging membership the 
museum administration needs to tap into two types of 
members, those who want to support the museum and 
those who want to get something from the museum. By 
identifying the needs of potential members and existing 
members, programs can be developed to address their 
differing needs, Dorfman said.

and director of the Marine Mammal Center at Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution (and a Marion resident), 
spoke. 





Moore’s book “We Are All Whalers: The Plight of 
Whales and Our Responsibility” (University of Chicago 
Press, 2021) delves into the relationship between humans 
and whales both as hunters versus prey and as saviors 
versus hunters. As he wove the story of whale and 
human interaction, the author and professor read moving 
passages from his book. 

Acknowledging the importance of the fishing 
industry, Moore had a chair at the table when attempting 
to develop regulations that could help the dwindling right 
whale populations. He said that for thousands of years 
people have hunted the whale first for food and later for 
fuel but that industrialized fishing practices have nearly 
caused the complete collapse of the norther right whales. 
Moore said that, while whaling as a global practice is 
either not allowed or heavily regulated, other fishing 
practices impact whales. 

Moore spoke to the lines and ropes used to secure 
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crab and lobster traps to the seafloor as a primary factor 
for whale entanglement and deaths, along with ship 
strikes in shipping travel lanes. He said that oftentimes 
the whales suffered long months of a slow, torturous reilcicelamarelsilia ene ale 
death. And while government regulations throughout the | 
globe are in place, he said, “They are not being uniformly 
enforced.” 

Regarding the number of right whales in the 
north, Moore said that the existing regulations should be 
ensuring a 7-percent population growth, but the figure is 
closer to 2 percent. 

What to do? Moore said that right whale 
populations have reached a tipping point. He said that 
trials are taking place on different types of traps that 
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would eliminate the need for long ropes, a major threat to 
whales, and that people should understand and work to 
change shipping and fishing regulations. 

“It’s a political question in my mind,” he said. 
“We don’t know what losing these animals means ... we 
do need a balanced ecosystem.”

Remembering a Mattapoisett Hero

In eulogizing 
Lieutenant General John 
“Skip” B. Hall, Jr, his son 
Adam Hall told attendees 
to his father’s funeral that, 
“He led a life of service to 
his country and his family, 
selflessly saving nothing for 
himself.” 

It’s been nearly 
a year since the Town of 
Mattapoisett lost the highly 
decorated veteran on 
November 16, 2020. 

Skip Hall grew up in 
Mattapoisett and emerged as 
a Class of 1962 basketball star at Fairhaven High School, 
where he teamed with Mike Fitzgerald to key Fairhaven’s 
trip to the Tech Tourney. Hall would later attend the 
University of Massachusetts where he was president of 
his fraternity and in 1967 joined the Air Force Reserve 
Officer Training Corps (ROTC). 

As a fighter pilot, Hall was the head of a Fast FAC 
F-4 unit during two of his three tours in Vietnam and later 
became commander of all U.S. military in Japan, it says in 
Adam’s eulogy. 

But Hall wore nothing on his sleeve.

Red Sox fan before you’d ever know he was a lieutenant 
general, that he flew more than 3,700 hours in three 
separate fighter planes including more than 990 combat 
hours and 435 combat missions,” said the transcript of 
Adam Hall’s speech. “He might go on and on about his 
grandchildren, but he’d never mention the multiple U.S. 
presidents he hosted in his home.” 

After three tours of duty flying out of Thailand, 
Hall was heavily decorated for his service in Vietnam. He 
retired in 1999 as a U.S. Air Force Lieutenant General. 

Since retiring from service, Hall has been 
presented with seven medals chronicled by The Military 
Times, including: the Defense Distinguished Service 
Medal; the Legion of Merit; a Bronze Oak Leaf Cluster 
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in lieu of a Second Award of the Legion of Merit; the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for extraordinary achievement 
while participating in aerial flight; a Bronze Oak Leaf 
Cluster in lieu of a Second Award of the Distinguished 
Flying Cross; and a Second Bronze Oak Leaf Cluster in 
lieu of a Third Award of the Distinguished Flying Cross. 

Hall enjoyed home field and spoke 20 years 
ago at Mattapoisett’s Memorial Day service. “He 
specifically said he did not want to be buried in Arlington 
(National Cemetery),” said his cousin Bill Hall, formerly 
Mattapoisett’s tax assessor. 

In his eulogy, Adam Hall recalled asking his 
father about the wooden plate on his desk inscribed, The 
War Starts Today. 

“When I asked him what it meant, he said, ‘It is a 
reminder to always be prepared, focused, and meticulous 
because always being ready for war is better than figuring 
out how to fight it when war comes to you.” 

Hall’s Legion of Merit awards are “for 
exceptionally meritorious conduct in the performance of 
outstanding services to the Government of the United 
States. The singularly distinctive accomplishments of 
General Hall and his dedicated contributions in the 
service of his country reflect the highest credit upon 
himself and the United States Air Force.” 

The Distinguished Flying Cross medals he 
received were “for extraordinary achievement while 
participating in aerial flight while serving with the 36th

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presently is no joke, approximately $2,000,000. 

That sum has come from conservative spending 
and grants received from federal programs meant to offset 
the impact of the coronavirus pandemic. 

Through long months of studying and reviewing 
financial needs, cash receipts and federal grants by the 
Finance Committee, Select Board and Capital Planning, 
that conservative approach was maintained as the 
warrant was drafted. In the end, the process produced a 
Fall Town Meeting warrant hovering around $1,400,000, 
nearly all of which was passed and all of which would be 
stashed away in stability funds before the night was over. 

However, one non-cash related article, Article 9 
that would accept the amended and restated Regional 
Agreement of the Old Rochester Regional School District, 
garnered the most attention before it, too, was passed by 
Mattapoisett voters. 

Coming forward to explain with as much brevity 
as possible the complicated funding methodology 
of the Massachusetts Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education (DESE) was ORR School Committee 
Chairperson Heather Burke, who spoke to the need of 
reviewing and bringing up to date the 1986 agreement, 
then moved onto the matter of funding. 

Burke confessed that, although she had been 
serving on the committee for a number of years, it took 
her a long time to fully understand the formulas used 
by the state for Chapter 90 funding. Of the updated 
agreement, she pointed to four significant changes: start 
and stop dates of school committee terms, the creation of 
a capital improvement stability fund, use of three-year 
rolling enrollment figures, and the one-man, one-vote 
agreement. 

Questions of how cities and towns are evaluated 
by the state for funding arose from the floor, prompting 
response from ORR Assistant Superintendent of Finance 
and Operations Howard Barber to address Town Meeting. 
Barber’s pace summarizing the complex processes 
including socioeconomics and a myriad of other factors 
prompted at least one plea from in the audience to slow 
down. Barber apologized, acknowledging that for him 
such matters come easily but appreciating the need to 
help others in understanding the formula. 

Barber offered to stay on site after adjournment 
of Town Meeting for discussion with voters for as long 
as necessary, but Town Administrator Mike Lorenco 
brought closure to the matter. “There is nothing we can 
do to change this calculation, it is set by the state,” said 
Lorenco. 

Article 9 passed with 64 yes votes and one no. 

Article 10, Approve Establishment of Stabilization 
Fund by Old Rochester Regional School District, 
previously passed at town meetings held in Marion and 
Rochester, was passed. This fund would be supported 
by the three district towns and managed by the ORR 
School Committee for capital repairs, renovations and 
improvements to ORR District school and associated

Article 11, Sewer Effluent Treatment $180,000, 
passed with little comment after Water and Sewer 
Superintendent Henri Renauld explained the additional 
expenses now owed to the Town of Fairhaven. In a follow- 
up, Renauld talked in greater detail about why costs are 
soaring, pointing to about the impact of sump pumps. 

“One of our main concerns driving these costs 
up is the fact that many homes continue to have cellar 
drains or sump pumps connected to the sanitary sewer,” 
he said. “These pumps can pump thousands of gallons of 
groundwater into the sanitary sewer, which in turn must 
travel through numerous pump stations until it reaches 
the treatment facility. Then it must all be treated as sewer 
effluent due to the fact it has been mixed with the sewer 
effluent in the transmission mains and pump stations. 

“The cost of sewer will continue to rise as new 
state mandates require communities to lower nitrogen 
output into our oceans to help protect the environment. 
However, to continue to add thousands of gallons 
of groundwater will only cause increased cost to the 
treatment process, and eventually those costs will be 
placed upon our residents.” 

Passed for stabilization funds was Article 
2, Debt Stabilization $150,000, and Article 3, Capital 
Stabilization $150,000. Other expenditures tucked money 
into OPEB Liability funding, $100,000, which now holds 
approximately $2,000,000, and Article 8, $50,000 for Grant 
Matching needs for projects deemed small enough to be 
handled outside the town meeting process. 

Article 4, Cyclical Annual Property Revaluation 
and Town Mapping, passed for $36,000, a sum not acted 
upon during Town Meeting due to a pending decision of 
what impact COVID-19 will have on local coffers. 

Other expenditures previously deferred but now 
passed were contained in Article 7, Capital Improvement 
Project Funding. Committee chairman Chuck McCullough 
said that a $650,000 new fire engine needs to be brought 
forward one year due to long lead times. He said that 
18 months is currently being quoted for fire apparatus 
as well as for large trucks such as a Ford 550, $70,000, 
needed for the Highway Department. Also on the Capital

Planning list and requested for approval on this night was 
a price tag of $40,000 for repairs to the Transfer Station 
loader. 

Supplemental Funding to the FY22 budget was 
in Article 6 for four categories, $35,000 for unexpected 
additional employee benefits, $15,000 educational 
employee incentive (for CDL training of Highway 
Department for four staff members), $50,000 for town 
building repairs and renovations, and $7,000 for a new 
voting machine required due to redistricting by the state. 

Article 5 also amended the FY22 budget by 
$57,000 with $30,000 being allocated for the Finance 
Committee Reserve Fund and $27,000 for a new part-time 
staffer for the Accounting Department.

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Storm Put Infrastructure in Jeopardy 
Marion Finance Committee 
By Mick Colageo 

Marion Town Administrator Jay McGrail told the 
Finance Committee during its November 3 meeting that 
the town’s Wastewater Treatment Plant at Benson Brook 
came to within six hours of running out of fuel. 

McGrail said that he threatened Eversource that 
he would call the press if the utility company did not 
respond. 

Marion was also precariously close to losing 
power to emergency response capability as well, 
according to McGrail. 

After the storm had passed and response efforts 
were shifted from emergency situations to general clean- 
up, the financial reality set in. McGrail told the committee 
that the town’s existing overtime budget was cut into 
significantly and it has happened prior to the winter 
season when the deepest cut is typically made. 

The town, he said, could theoretically deficit- 
spend and replenish from free cash pending voter 
approval at Spring Town Meeting. 

McGrail called it a disastrous month, noting that 
he spent approximately $5,000 on bottled water that was 
distributed to senior citizens and around town. 

Finance Committee Chairman Shea Assad 
complimented McGrail on the town’s response. 

Select Board member John Waterman, sitting in 
on the Zoom meeting, doubled down, praising McGrail 
for his patience especially in sight of how often he was 
complained to or even yelled at by unhappy constituents. 

“One of the things I got (criticized) on the 
most was lack of communication,” said an incredulous 
McGrail, alluding to a swell of complaints on social 
media. “Some of these people were commenting on the 
posts where I provided the information. It’s insane.” 

The Finance Committee meeting was meant to 
address the budget timeline. 

In the first week of September, McGrail sent out 
submission forms to department heads requesting capital 
needs by October 1, and most departments were able to 
keep their timelines.

As of the November 3 Finance Committee 
meeting, one CIPC meeting had taken place and meetings 
have been held with the Police and Fire departments. 

According to McGrail, a meeting with the School 
Department was postponed by the storm so the CIPC was 
to meet on November 9 to go over submissions from ORR 
and Sippican School, and there is a meeting scheduled 
for Wednesday, November 17, with the Harbormaster 
Department and the Council on Aging. That would leave 
the Public Works and Facilities departments for meetings 
in the first two weeks of December. 

“The largest request from the DPW is for a street 
sweeper,” said McGrail. 

McGrail told the committee that a week earlier 
he had sent out budget guidelines to department heads 
requesting a level-service budget with a December 23 
deadline. 

“With the departments submitting their budgets 
that week, it basically gives Judy (Mooney) and I three 
weeks in January to work with meeting the department 
heads in trying to produce a general government budget 
that we would be able to submit to you guys probably 
that last week of January,” explained McGrail. “My guess 
is we'd have a placeholder for an ORR assessment at that 
point in time, but a firm number for Sippican School.” 

McGrail told FinCom that ORR Superintendent 
of Schools Mike Nelson and Assistant Superintendent of 
Finance and Operations Howie Barber indicated they will

purposes. 

Starting on February 1, department heads would 
begin meetings with the Finance Committee. McGrail 
hopes for a balanced budget at that point but said 
that, until he sees the initial submissions at the end of 
December, he cannot predict that to be the case a month 
later. 





The goal, said McGrail, is to meet as often as 
necessary in order to put the Finance Committee into a 
position that by late February or early March it is ready to 
move on the budget.

on behalf of the Finance Committee. 

“It would be good if we could have attendance 
at those (ORR Budget) Subcommittee meetings,” said 
Assad. “We've been working pretty well together ... at 
least improving, and as a committee I think we'd like to 
continue to foster that good, working relationship because 
I think the more communication you have with them and 
understanding the challenges that they have in terms of 
their budget process, that will be helpful to everybody. It’s 
certainly helpful to the people in town.”

could serve as a backup. 

Assad said he intends to follow up on the 
enrollment study. 

Waterman said that McGrail knows there are 
issues with the grant. Marion applied for a Community 
Compact (best practice) grant but learned that the funds 
were exhausted. 

“Unfortunately, we have a perfect project that fits 
exactly what the grant pays for, but there was no funding 
left,” said McGrail. “I can tell you last year they opened 
up additional funding so there is a hope of that.” 

The UMass Collins Center helped prepare the 
proposal, and the Town of Rochester was set to make the 
application on behalf of the tri-towns. 

Waterman said the Community Compact 
study is critical because, if Marion is head toward “a 
secular decline in enrollment,” the program is the “best 
opportunity we’re ever going to have of trying to rein in 
school expenses. We honestly don’t know the answer to 
that without the study.” 

Assad agreed, and McGrail noted that UMass 
does good work. 

Finance Committee member Bill Marvel, who 
now serves on the Capital Improvements Planning 
Committee, said that capital projects are midway through 
the process of learning what they are and ranking them. 

McGrail suggested that Marvel leads the joint 
meeting of CIPC and FinCom. “It just doesn’t seem fair

Gray, Guey Lee Impact Decisions 
Marion Conservation Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

Two Notice of Intent applications heard during 
the Marion Conservation Commission’s November 3 
validated the town’s investment in consulting services 
and ultimately the hiring of Conservation Agent Doug 
Guey Lee. 

After several months of continued public 
hearings, two site visits by commission members, 
consultation with town-contracted wetlands scientist Bob 
Gray and recent revisions on September 13, Gray filed 
an October 23 letter with the commission indicating his 
own Satisfaction with John and Cynthia Paliotta’s land- 
management plan to eradicate invasive plants at 119 
Converse Road. 

The vote of the commission to grant the Paliottas 
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an Order of Conditions culminated what amounted to a 
one-and-done with Gray, seeing that by the time his work 
was finished the town had hired Guey Lee in the dual role 
of conservation agent and town planner. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Shaun 
Walsh was nonetheless pleased to have gone through the 
experience of working with Gray and by extension the 
Paliottas, noting ConCom established a rapport with the 
applicant. “I think we're in a really good place right now 
with the revisions that were made,” said Walsh. 

Noting that there was no new information 
to introduce to the process, Walsh recommended the 
commissioners vote to close the public hearing. He said 
that, at least in his tenure as chairman, this was the first 
time that ConCom had hired an outside consultant and 
called it “an excellent experience.” 

Given the floor, Gray concurred, calling it “a good 
experience working with the commission members. I’m 
happy that you now have a new agent, and I think you’re 
in good hands.” Gray referenced his report and asked for 
questions. 

The work, taking place in a salt marsh, was 
only allowed to be permitted as a Ecological Restoration 
Project (ERP) and during the next three years will include 
the occasional removal of invasive species sprouting up 
after initial removal. 

The commissioners were satisfied and voted 
unanimously in favor of the Order of Conditions. 


Everything for Boats 
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Guey Lee’s impact was felt more directly on the 
case of Todd Zell’s NOI that sought approval to install 
a water-quality inlet on a stormceptor discharge pipe to 
service a proposed commercial development on Village 
Drive. 

Representative Ken Motta explained that, as a 40B 
project (Sippican Village), commercial usage is allowed as 
a matter of right on the first floor and one apartment on 
the second floor. Walsh said that, driving by the wooden 
area between the Brew Fish restaurant and parking lot, 
one wouldn’t suspect that the lot is buildable but it is in 
fact. 

In answer to a question from ConcCom member 
Jeff Doubrava, Motta said the intention has been to 
duplicate the plan approved in 2013, but he added that 
work may wind up commencing within the buffer zone in 
the small corner of the lot. 

Concurring with Doubrava’s observation, Walsh 
said the commission needs more information on proposed 
elevation upgrades within the buffer zone and said that 
adding fill there would require a Special Permit. The NOI, 
the commission contends, does not explicitly address 
action relevant to ConCom’s purview. 

Motta reiterated that the application intends to 
seek approval of what was already approved in 2013, 
albeit via different applicant. 

Based on Doubrava’s observation and with 
assistance from Guey Lee, Walsh understood that the 
proposed stormceptor would convey stormwater into 
a stormwater detention basin located within the buffer 
zone, and that requires permitting. 

ConCom voted to grant an Order of Conditions 
matching in detail the OOC granted in 2013. 

Jay Flanagan filed a NOI for septic upgrade and 
garage additions at 26 West Avenue. 

After representative Dave Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone Inc., presented the proposed plan, 
Walsh told him that, while the site visit did not reveal any 
unsightly matters pertaining to the septic, the situation is 
far from desirable with a drainage pipe exiting near the 
base of the seawall. 

Minus a state Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) file number, the case would necessarily 
be continued, but Walsh nonetheless asked Davignon to 
investigate the track and purpose of the drainage pipe. 

“When we were out there, there was no liquid 
coming out of the pipe, nor did there appear to be any 
kind of scouring or erosion on the beach either, which is 
obviously a good sign, but ... | would ask if you would 
take a look at that (pipe),” said Walsh. “I certainly hope 
it has nothing to so with the cesspool, and I don’t think 
it does. ... Obviously, whenever we see a pipe exiting out 
through a seawall or a bank to a coastal-beach area, that 
gives us pause.” 

Davignon said he check the catch basin to see if it 
contains any kind of outflow pipe. 

Overall, Walsh called the project “a huge 
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improvement,” citing the danger of a “very old” cesspool 
so close to a beach. 

The garage expansion is 4 feet to the west, and 
the deck would extend an additional 6 feet beyond the 
expansion of the garage. 

A direct abutter told the meeting that the 
applicant had not shared any information to date and 
expressed concern that the road and overhead wires | | 
would potentially sustain damage during construction. ’ Ce i. 

Walsh explained that ConCom’s jurisdiction — ————

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Another abutter, Elizabeth Luther, asked if the 
leaching field would change the contours of the land 
and result in runoff heading toward her property. Walsh 
complimented the question but said the plan indicates no 
regrading of the area in question. Davignon concurred on 
both fronts and further explained the details of the plan. 

Flanagan bought property in May 2021, prior 
owner had a similar plan but didn’t follow through before 
the sale. 

The hearing was continued to ConCom’s 
November 17 meeting. 

J. Thomas Bowler Jr. and Ellen Bowler’s NOI 
for vegetation management at 7 Moorings Road was 
represented by Wilkinson Ecological and, after separate 
site visits by several commissioners, was considered by 
Walsh to be “a plan that will dramatically improve the 
area.” 

A prior NOI for the same site resulted in 
demolition of an old house and construction of a new 
house. Asking for revisions to the present NOI, ConCom 
voted to continue the public hearing to November 17. 

John and Pamela Lees, who filed a NOI for 
reconstruction of a single-family house, an inground 
swimming pool, along with repair of a seawall with 
associated work at 49 Water Street, requested a 
continuance. The commissioners voted to continue to 
their November 17 meeting. 

In outlining special conditions for stormwater 
management, Guey Lee recommended the commission 
include maintenance stipulations with the commission’s 
vote to award Burr Brothers Boatyard, 309 Front Street, 

a full Certificate of Compliance. Those measures will 
address the maintenance of the pocket wetlands at the 
site. 

ConCom also voted a full Certificate of 
Compliance to Robert and Joan Wilson, 43 Holly Road, for 
their new septic system originally permitted several years 
ago. 

The Marion Conservation Commission is next 
scheduled to meet on Wednesday, November 17, at 7:00

We hired a contractor to chlorinate the active water tanks in Town on October 7, 2021, and October 18, 2021. In 
addition, Mattapoisett (treatment plant) is continually chlorinating until directed otherwise by MassDEP. The distribution 
samples collected on 14 had some that were total coliform positive with E. coli absent. Samples from October 12, 13, 15 
and 18 were total coliform and F. coli absent. 


Bacterial contamination can occur when increased run-off enters the drinking water source (for example, following 
heavy rains). It can also happen due to a break in the distribution system (pipes) or a failure in the water treatment 
process. 


Coliforms are bacteria which are naturally present in the environment and are used as an indicator that other, potentially- 
harmful, bacteria may be present. 


F. coli are bacteria whose presence indicates that the water may be contaminated with human or animal wastes. Human 
pathogens in these wastes can cause short-term effects, such as diarrhea, cramps, nausea, headaches, or other symptoms. 
They may pose a greater health risk for infants, young children, the elderly, and people with severely compromised 
immune systems. 


The symptoms above are not caused only by organisms in drinking water. If you experience any of these symptoms and 
they persist, you may want to seek medical advice. People at increased risk should seek advice from their healthcare 
provides about drinking this water. 


What was done? 

The Town of Fairhaven immediately took the Tinkham Lane Well, which we believe to be the sole cause of this issue, 
out of service. The Town of Fairhaven then hired a contractor who investigated the well which revealed a breach in the 
well casing 8 feet below the surface. Further, the Town of Fairhaven subsequently repaired the breach, cleaned the well 
and sampled and are awaiting the State’s permission to place this well back in service.

Renauld said that all member facilities 
conducted a Level 2 assessment and will continue to do 
so. “We need consecutive rounds (of negative results) over 
a period of time.” 

Hartley sought confirmation on reports that 
samples found in Rochester tested positive for E. coli and, 
if so, wanted to understand how contamination at the 
MRV water treatment plant got into the Rochester system. 
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“The samples that were contaminated in 
Rochester were from the Marion sites,” said Meghan 
Davis, an MRV commission / committee member and an 
engineer with the Marion Department of Public Works. 
Davis said she will doublecheck with Gary Sherman on 
exact locations, but she noted that Marion’s wells are 
inside Rochester. 

Renauld explained that sometimes wells shut off. 
The MRV, he said, feeds out water to Benson Brook Road 
in Marion, but that water could flow into Rochester via 
gravity coming out of the tank. 

“I want to know, I want to see the flow numbers,’ 
persisted Hartley. “You're telling me there were days 
where the flow from Marion was backwards.” 

Renauld said that the MRV feeds water “24-7 into 
Marion, nonstop, 365 days a year. Any time their pumps 
shut off ... the water could flow in a different direction.” 

Davis pointed out that two Marion wells in 
Rochester are not presently operable so the water that 
Marion is pumping into Rochester is from the MRV. The 
Wolf Island station in Marion only pumps raw water to 
Mattapoisett. 

“Tt was a problem that impacted Rochester 
homes and businesses,” stressed Hartley in seeking those 
answers. “I wanted to be able to be able to answer those 
questions.”

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per acre. The bylaw includes a Step 9 that proposes up 
to four-family lots and, if located on Route 6 would be 
allowed mixed use. 

“At least two elements have to be in the design,” 
said Hills, noting stipulations around dimensional 
requirements, design standards, that the units be 
hooked up to town sewer, that they meet stormwater- 
management requirements and minimize disturbed areas. 

Parking is also addressed in the proposed bylaw, 
in some scenarios a vehicle could be parked up to 150 feet 
from the unit or in a common garage. 

Open space requirements would stipulate a 
contiguous arrangement of the unit with the open space 
and strict rules on who would own and/or maintain the 
open space. 

“The bottom line is we’re trying to provide a 
bylaw that can be used,” said Hills, noting that developers 
won't need 50 acres or a 200-foot setback. “It’s just not 
going to work.” 

He told the trust that the study done by SRPEDD 
indicated that there is a significant number of parcels 
could be available for this kind of development and 
encouraged the members to review the proposal and 
make comments.

Santos acknowledged that the application is 
presently off the table. 

Hills, who will help bring the file up to date, 
plans to bring a rough draft to the next AHT meeting. 

In other business, the AHT approved the payment 
of $4,400 for services provided by the Barrett Planning 
Group.

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Out of the Blue (1980). Starring Linda Manz and Dennis 
Hopper. Directed by Dennis Hopper. Running time: 95 
minutes.

Linda Manz had a great camera face, scarred and 
wary, yet open to profane as well as sacred experiences. 
Her face haunts the few movies she appeared in, like 
Terrence Malick’s Days of Heaven and especially Dennis 
Hopper’s Out of the Blue, which has been rescued with 
a 4K restoration and has been making the rounds. 

What Manz does in Out of the Blue isn’t quite acting. It’s 
behaving, or attitudinizing, sorting through the externals 
of a broken girl, Cindy Barnes, or CeBe. Her affectless 
tough-girl delivery takes some getting used to; at first 

it strikes our ears as amateurish. But as we learn more 
about CeBe and her bombed-out, devastated life, we learn 
to read her splintered disposition — closed off from the 
world’s harm, but drawn to whatever forlorn adventure 
she can glean from it, because she’s still only 15 — as 
elaborate armor. 

Hopper was only going to act in the film, initiated 
as a Canadian TV-movie. But original director Leonard 
Yakir faltered, and Hopper took over, refocusing the 
narrative on CeBe instead of on a virtuous psychiatrist’s 
attempts to save her. (Remnants of this plot, with 
Raymond Burr in a two-scene bit as a school therapist, 
remain in the finished film.) Hopper co-stars as CeBe’s 
feckless father Don, who drove his truck into a packed 
school bus while drunk and was sent to prison for five 
years (CeBe was with him at the time of the accident; 
Manz’ real scars are explained in the film as the result of 
the crash). Don gets out of prison, reunites shakily with 
CeBe and with her junkie mother Kathy (Sharon Farrell), 
and wastes no time falling back into old self-destructive 
habits. 

Pretty much every male CeBe encounters is a 
creep or worse, and the girls at her school, which she 
attends sporadically, mostly have no use for her. So 
she spends a lot of time alone in her depressing room, 
listening to Elvis and spouting punk-rock slogans (“Disco 
sucks! Subvert normality!” ). Manz is eminently believable 
as Hopper’s offspring — they share a spirit as well as 
some features (like her nose, which looks like someone 
punched her in utero). The tone of their scenes together is 
dangerous yet saddening. Don has no idea how to be a 
functioning human being, much less a father. Does CeBe 
know how to be a daughter? It’s by no means clear that

anyone in her life has “raised” her. Her “parents” are too 
lost in their own pain and addictions. Unsupervised, CeBe 
drifts around the night streets of Vancouver, going to 
punk shows and dodging unwelcome male notice. 

It’s not long before we understand this isn’t going 
to be the kind of movie that leads up to a redemptive 
finale, in which the parents get their act together for 
CeBe’s sake and offer her some stability; nobody else, 
particularly not slime like Don’s menacing buddy Charlie 
(Don Gordon), is going to step in on her behalf either. Out 
of the Blue says that some people — some entire families 
— are just damned, and it doesn’t take a judgmental 
stance about it. Hopper, as director and uncredited writer, 
extends no hope whatsoever, and there’s something vital 
and cleansing about the movie’s thorough nihilism. As 
played by Manz, CeBe is hurt and bleeding but still alive. 
We see flashes of the innocent little girl she used to be 
who died long ago — an unabashed grin when a punk 
band’s drummer lets her hammer the skins for a minute 
onstage; her habit of curling up with her teddy bear and 
sucking her thumb. 

The movie ends on a profoundly downbeat note, 
to put it mildly, and yet it doesn’t depress us because it 
doesn’t lie to us. We feel that a story like this can only 
end in this bleak but honest manner. The events of the 
narrative don’t exactly please us, but Hopper’s absolute 
dedication to honoring the truth of CeBe’s life (not to 
mention casting himself as one of many demons on the 
side of her dark lonely road) pays off. Movies are allowed 
to leave us feeling something besides happy or sad. They 
increasingly, frequently leave us feeling nothing at all. 
Out of the Blue is a gritty artifact from a time, the late 
‘70s, when artists could work out their feelings about 
unbearable ways of living. It was also a time when a spiky 
presence like Linda Manz, who died last year six days 
short of her 59th birthday, could take over a movie and 
leave us wondering what we'd just seen, but knowing 
we'd seen something strange and beautiful.

Rochester Historical Society

On November 11th every year we stop to 
remember those who have served, fought and died for 
their country. Previously, I wrote about the enormous 
impact that World War II had on the citizenry. While most 
monuments honoring veterans of war are put up well 
after the fighting has ended ( the Civil War Monument 
was dedicated in 1928 and the WW I stone, 4 years after 
the fighting ended ), the Roll of Honor inscribed with the 
names of WW II servicemen was dedicated while the war 
was still being fought. 

The Rochester Honor Roll was unveiled on 
Memorial Day of 1944. It was placed in the triangle which 
was called Rochester Square, but is now named in honor 
of Calvin Daggett. There was all ready a memorial stone 
to WW I veterans located there and it had been dedicated
